Sparks from Fr, Mark 

Throughout the year, the liturgy 
committee meets to pray over the 
scriptures, the prayers, and the rites of the 
different church seasons, so our parish 
community might have a richer 
experience of celebrating the liturgical 
year in all of its fullness. As a 
committee, we try to weave the seasons 
together, so there is a flow from one 
liturgical season to the next, even though 
each season is distinct and lifts up a 
different aspect of the mystery of Christ. 

As we prayed over the readings for 
Lent, we decided, as a way for the parish 
community to enter more fully into the 
Lenten spirit, that instead of wearing 
those diocesan buttons, we would focus 
on one of the themes of the last 
Gatherings of Grace. We chose the theme 
of creating a sacred space in our homes. 

On Ash Wednesday, we will offer a 
few items to help grace our sacred spaces 
this Lenten season. They will include a 
piece of burlap, a nail, a scallop seashell, 
and some scripture passages. These 
items will be a reminder to us to enter 
this Lenten season in silence and 
quietness of heart so that we may face 
our temptations in the same way Christ 
faced his, and be led into the Alleluias of 
Easter. 

One of the scripture images we will 
use is the sackcloth from Jonah 3:3-8, 
which was a sign of the repentance of the 
people of Nineveh. Sackcloth was made 
from goat or camel hair, and is very 
similar to burlap. So our burlap swatch 
will remind us of our call to repentance in 
this penitential season of Lent. 

The scallop seashell became a symbol 
of Baptism in the third century, with 
association to a story about Augustine. 
Augustine came upon a child who was 
using a seashell to dig a hole in the sand 
and fill it with seawater. Augustine 
realized that his efforts to understand the 
Trinity were as futile as the child’s trying 
to put the entire ocean in the hole he had 
made in the sand. The scallop seashell 
became the symbol of Baptism because 
when it is closed it looks like a lifeless 
rock, but when is opened, one discovers 
life within. 

The nails remind us of the Crucifixion 
of Christ, who died for our sins and 
offenses.

Update on the OLBH Library 

From Mary in the Library 

With the Married Sweethearts event 
coming up on the calendar, it’s a good time to 
look for materials on the subject of “love” in 
the OLBH Library. Bishop Fulton Sheen 
edited a great collection of ideas on the topic 
in his book, That Tremendous Love. His own 
thinking on the topic of marriage 
demonstrates his usual wit: “Marriages do not 
endure because people fall in love with an 
ecstasy or a thrill, loving the cake only as long 
as it has frosting on it.” 

Patrick and Claudette McDonald have 
written about their views on marriage in 
Marital Spirituality. They recommend 
reading and praying scripture using the 
practice of Lectio Divina to develop a 
marriage that is more contemplative. 

We often hear about saints in the early 
church who were priests and unmarried 
women. Our library also has a collection of 
short biographies of people who had spouses. 
Married Saints describes couples whose union 
with each other brought them closer to God. 
Examples are Elizabeth Seton, Thomas More, 
Elizabeth of Hungary, and Monica, mother of 
Augustine. 

With February 14 coming up, we’ve 
purchased a new book for the pre-schoolers. 
The Story of Valentine’s Day briefly tells the 
real history of the man who is the reason that 
we celebrate a holiday when letters filled with 
loving sentiments are sent.
